WASHINGTON (AP)-President 


Kennedy has had seven big crises 
since he entered the White House. 
Some he won,, some he didn't. Two 
were with labor and industry. 


But they look like just tempo- 


rary disturbances compared with 
the others in the tormented fields 
of race and communism where to- 
tal solutions are a long way off. 


Just nine days from now Ken- 


nedy will have been President 2V& 
years. He had no illusions about 
the future when he took office 
Jan. 20,, 1961. 
• 


In his inaugural1 speech that day 


he said American problems would 
"not be finished in the first 1,000 
days" or in the life of his admin- 
istration. 


He was talking mainly about the 


problems ahead with communism. 


Nowhere in that inaugural did he 


mention the racial problem which 
would burst over him, if he fore- 
saw it. 


It had been gathering force ever 


since May 17, 1954, the day the 
Supreme 
Court 
said 
unequal 


treatment of Negroes is unconsti- 
tutional. 


Two things happened1 to Negroes 


between the time the court spoke 
and Kennedy took office: 


They gained confidence in de- 


manding the treatment they're en- 
titled to and they realized it would 
be a long time in .coming unless 
they did demand! it. 


They beg'an demanding Then sit 


ins, 
freedom 
rides, 
picketing,, 


entry 
to 
previously 
all-white 


schools, and mass demonstrations. 


They're increasing the pressure. 


They know no matter how much 
they win, an end to discrimina- 
tion in all its forms is still a 
dream. 


Kennedy's first crisis was a dis. 


aster: The invasion of Cuba by 
Cuban rebels with his baoking on 
April 17, 1961. 


It was badly planned, even 


weakly planned. While the world 
watched, Fidel Castro smashed it. 
Kennedy did nothing. 


It was a lesson to him—and he 


teamed 
it—to be more careful 


about involving American prestige 
and safety in a new adventure. 


The second crisis came Aug. 15, 


1961. Premier Khrushchev walled 
in East Berlin to keep East Ger- 
mans from escaping to the West. 


Kennedy did little more than de- 


nounce the wall and the spirit be- 
hind it. There wasn't much more 
he could do without risking war 
with Russia. 


He made out better with all the 


crises that followed. The next was 
with the American steel industry 
April 10, 1962. 


It raised prices, contrary to 


Kennedy's wishes and understand- 
ing, after a new contract in which 
steelworkers got some benefits 
but no pay raise. 


Kennedy denounced the steel, 


makers. It was the power of the 
presidency against the steel in- 
dustry. The industry quaked and 
quit and dropped the price boost. 


Luckily for Kennedy, all his 


crisis didn't happen at once. The 
fourth one arrived Sept. 30, 1961. 


It was a test of wills with Ross 


Barnett, governor of Mississippi. 
The will of a governor against the 
will of the court and the Presi- 
dency is a poor match. 


Barnett tried to defy a U.S. 


court order to admit James Mer- 
edith, a Negro, into the University 
of Mississippi. 


Kennedy countered with U.S. 


marshals and federal troops. Two 
men were killed in a riot against

Thursday Chjarles Walked, Man?- 


awha County prosecutor, issued a 
warrant for the arrest of the 
Moores. Deputies Willie Gibbs 
and Lawrence Carpenter joined 
State Troopers D. A. Nickerson, 
C. N. Cooke and J. 0. Blcvins in 
another attempt to get the war- 
rant served. 


Gibbs knocked on the door of 


the Moore cabin and was told by 
Mrs. Moore, "You'll be shot if 
you don't get out of here." 


Seconds later, a shotgun blast 


ripped through the screen door. 
Gibbs' face felt the breeze. 


The gunshot was the signal for 


Cooke 
and 
Blevins to storm 


through the back door. They 
opened fire on Moore and his son 
as they burst in. 


Moore was hit .three times and 


his son was shot twice. None of 
the officers was hit Funeral! at- 
tendants said the officers' shots 
were fired at such close range 
that five slugs passed through the 
bodies of Moore and his son.

LONDON (AP)-Dcfcction of a 


top Russian spy to the West 
raised speculation today that his 
flight 'might force the Soviet Un- 
ion to revamp its intelligence ap- 
paratus. 


The British government said 


the defector, a senior Soviet in- 
telligence officer,, was turned over 
to Britain after weeks of interro- 
gation by the U.S. Central Intelli- 
gence Agency in Washington. 


The British said he was as im- 


portant as any defector on either 
side since World War II. 


His identity was kept secret. 


Officials said he is being held at a 
secret headquarters in Britain for 
fear the Russians might try to 
kidnap or kill him. 


"His life is in positive danger," 


one official said. 


An informed source said the 


Russian contacted1 an American 
embassy in an Allied capital after 
revelations at the Moscow trial of 
Col. Oleg Penkovsky, a Soviet of- 
ficial1 shot last May fon passing 
'information to the British. 


Penkovsky compromised a num- 
ber of Soviet agents,, a move that 
apprciitly prompted the Russian 
•fljow held by1 the British! to defect. 
'British officials ranked the de- 
fector with George Blake, a Brit- 
ish double agent who gave the 
Russians names and locations of 
British agents and tbc'ir methods;. 


The discover of Blake's tcach- 


ery forced the British to reorgan- 
ize their entire intelligence net- 
•work in the Middle East and 
Eastern Europe. He was jailed in 
1961 for 42 years, the longest sen- 
tence for espionage, in British his. 
tpry. 


Informants said the Russian has 


given invaluable; information on 
the Soviet espionage 'methods and 
its spy network in the West.

FORT SMITH, Ark. (AP) — 


Carolyn Brown,, 20, of Fort Smith,, 
was found innocent of murder 
Thursday in the death of Fort 
Smith businessman Paul Rush, 56, 
who was fatally shot May 13, 1962. 


Miss Brown,, one of three per- 


sons charged in the death of Rush, 
was the second to be found inno- 
cent in the case. 


Rush was shot to death in the 


basement of the V1R Sales! Co., 
firm, which he owned. 


The state contended that Fede- 


rick Rush, 26, a foster son of the 
victim; Raymond Wood,, 21, of Ro- 
land, Okla. and Miss Brown had 
conspired to kill Paul Rush so 
Frederick could inherit a portion 
of his estate. 


Frederick 
Rush, first to be 


brought to trial, was convicted 
and sentenced to life imprison- 
ment. He has appealed the con- 
viction to the state Supreme Court 
and is free on $50,000 bond. Wood 
was found innocent. 


All three were tried in Sebas- 


tian Circuit Court. 


The jury of 10 men and two 


women deliberated nearly three 
hours Thursday night before re- 
turning its verdict. 


Miss Brown had been in the 


Sebastian County jail for 135 days, 
except for a brief time in the hos. 
pita! after she suffered a nervous 
breakdown. 


When she heard the verdict of 


the jury she threw her arms 
around one of her attorneys and 
was swarmed by relatives and 
well-wishers. 


The trial began Monday. Tlit 


jury was not qualified for the 
death penalty.

State Troops Return 
to 'War' in Cambridge 
as 6 Whites Are Shot 
State Police

SAVANNAH,, Ga. (AP)—Heavi- 


ly armed police and state troop- 
ers patrolled this port city today 
after firing tear gas for the sec- 
ond night to disperse crowds of 
rock-throwing Negroes and block 
a mass march on the downtown 
area. 


Two Negro teen-agers were 


treated for gunshot wounds. 


Walter Williams, 18,, released 


after 
treatment for 
a 
bullet 


wound in the left thigh, told po- 
lice he was shot from a passing 
car before the mass demonstra- 
tion began. Police broadcast an 
alert for a car carrying! four 
white men. 


Gene Drew, 18, was admitted to 


Memorial1 Hospital with shotgun 
wounld in the back shortlyl after1 
the mass march began,, but it was 
not d e t e r m i n e d immediately 
whether the shooting had any ra- 
cial overtones. Drew's condition 
was reported fair. 


No other major injuries were 


reported. 


The latest disorders came on 


the heels of new pleas from 
spokesmen for both races for an 
end to violence. 


The march began after about 


2,000 Negroes jammed into a rec- 
reation center for a rally. Before 
leaving, they were urged against 
wrongdoing by the Rev. Andrew 
Young of Atlanta.*Young is an of- 
ficial of the Southern Leadership 
Conference,, headed by Dr. Martin 
Luther King Jr. 


Hundreds of Negroes formed a 


column of twos and began march- 
ing. Others trailed along as spec- 
tators. ' 


On a dark street one block from 


a busy thoroughfare, and still in 
the Negro section,, they were met 
by a skirmish line of riot-ready 
police and troopers carrying car- 
bines or nightsticks and wearing 
gas masks. 


The marchers halted. A city of- 


ficial talked with two of the lead- 
ers and the column of twos be- 
gan to disperse. A shot rang out, 
but an officer said it apparently 
was fired accidentally. 


As the demonstrators retreated 


quietly, Negroes who had crowd- 
ed street corners began jeering 
officers. Rocks and battles began 
to fly. 


The helmeted1 troops and the 


city's riot squad charged behind 
a staccato barrage of tear gas 
grenades. The Negroes fled. 


Stones and bricks were hurled 


at officers and motorists. Win- 
dows were smashed in several 
buildings. A car and an unoccu- 
pied store building were burned. 
Streets) were blocked in some 
places by upended garbage bins 
and piles of rocks. 


Troopers, some of them carry- 


ing electric prod sticks, and city 
policemen! formed in columns of 
twos and cleared Negroes from 
the street and sidewalks. 


Twenty-eight Negroes were ar- 


rested during the night, plus 48 
during sporadic attempts at day- 
time demonstrations. Most were 
charged with disorderly conduct. 


The demonstration came less 


than 24 hours after 
a similar 


march climaxed with rioting by 
bands of Negroes who battled po- 
licemen 
a n, d 
rurled 
missiles 


through store windows. 


Negroes resumed mass protests 


July s after presenting city offi- 
cials and. business leaders 
with 


proposals calling for almost com- 
plete desegregation of public and 
private facilities.

A white crowd of about the 


same size joined batllc with the 
Negro group and it took police 
10 minutes to break up Ihe 'mill- 
ing punching mob.

Fehscnfcld, said he was closing 
his place, known as Dizzyland, 
for an indcfinilc period. 


State Police later used dogs to 


prevent a furlher clnsh between 
a'houl 300 writes and Negroes clcm- 
onsllralors and about 1,000 white 
hecklers.

made their usual sundown' march 
on the courthouse lo protest seg- 
regation in Cambridge. They were 
booed, jeered and pelted with raw 
eggs as thcyi prayed and sang at 
Ihe courthouse square.
